Paris. March 30.—The political world 
of Fiance is again in a highly per­ 
turbed condition and there are indica­ 
tions going to show that the govern­ 
ment seeks to retrace some of the steps 
by which it has been placed in the posi­ 
tion of impotent acquiescence in the dis­ 
patch of an Egyptian expedition up the 
Nile and the defraying of the expenses 
of it out of the Egyptian debt surplus. 
The government will be interpellated 
in the chamber of deputies Monday, and 
the ministry will be under the necessity 
of making some kind of statement in 
reply. An important debate is expect­ 
ed to result, and there is a feeling in 
some 
quarters 
that 
far-reach ng 
changes of policy may be announced. 
The air is electric with expectation 
and numerous rumors are current of 
grave things that are in contemplation. 
Among those which are circumstantial­ 
ly formulated are that the resignation 
of M. Berthelot as minister of foreign 
affairs announced Saturday was con­ 
nected with the wish of M. Bourgeois, 
the premier, to recall Baron de Courcel, 
the French ambassador in London; 
that France’s naval reserve squadron 
has been ordered to be placed upon a 
war footing and that France and Russia 
will convene a European conference to 
discuss the powers of the Egyptian-debt 
^commission to act against the vote of a 
minority of the powers guaranteeing 
the debt and to discuss also the evacua­ 
tion of Egypt. 
There is a growing feeling among 
Frenchmen that the entente between 
Great Britain and the dreibund as a 
whole is not as cordial as it was be­ 
lieved it was when the Nile expedition 
was first announced. The signs of the 
unreconciled attitude of Germany to­ 
ward Great Britain have been keenly 
noted in France for two weeks past, 
and the conviction has grown that Ger­ 
many, though glad to avail herself of 
Great Britain’s assistance to her ally, 
Italy, will not take a more lenient 
view on that account or any other for­ 
ward movements by 
Great 
Britain. 
Whether the disturbed condition of af­ 
fairs in South Africa gives France a 
hope that there will be inserted the 
wedge to break asunder again the new­ 
ly-formed friendship of Great Britain 
and Germany is a matter of surmise. 
But that France regards the alliance 
of Great Britain with the dreibund as 
less formidable because less well as­ 
sured is evident from many things. 
How far the French ministry will re­ 
sume 
the 
stiff attitude of protest 
against the Nile expedition, adopted in 
M. Berthelot’s report of his communi­ 
cation to Lord Dufferin when the ex­ 
pedition was first announced and sub­ 
sequently softened in face of the out­ 
break of unbridled French patriotism, 
is the question of first interest in Paris. 


Captain General of Cuba Talks of Amer­ 
ican Statesman. 
New York, March 30.—Capt.-Gen. 
Weyler said last night: 
“I have all along had confidence in 
the sober, practical nature of North 
American people. 
I realize that in a 
country where the people constitute the 
government freedom of speech is nat­ 
ural, even if carried to the extent of 
license rather than of liberty. 
“As regards myself, I care nothing 
except that I naturally do not wish the 
world at large to believe me to be a 
different person from the one I really 
am. 
The assaults made on me per­ 
sonally were false, one and all, as I 
have read them. The eminent senators 
who made them had listened to false 
tongues and they had perused false 
books. With the disseminating of true 
information I believe the senators rec­ 
ognized their mistake. 
“I certainly have no unkind feeling 
in consequence of the attacks on my­ 
self, but I do regret tne unjustifiable 
affronts offered my country. Spain ful­ 
fills all of her treaty obligations readily 
and goes further than to stand on the 
letter of the international agreement. 
American citizens in Spain, and es­ 
pecially in Cuba, obtain more privileges 
than Spanish subjects, even though 
many of the so-called American citi­ 
zens whom we recognize have no moral 
right to the title. 
“The fact is apparent that Spain is 
acting in the most friendly manner 
toward the North American republic.

MASSACRED BY NATIVES. 


Matabelsland the Scene of Savage War 
fare—Many Whites Killed. 
Buluwayo, 
Matabele, 
March 30.— 
Capt. Gifford, leading a rescue force, 
left here Thursday and succeeded in 
rescuing thirty-eight whites who had 
gone into laager at Inseza. 
This was 
not effected until after repelling an at­ 
tack by a force of well-armed Mata- 
beles 
loss. . The loss suffered by Gifford’s 
force in the engagement was one killed 
and six wounded. 
Capt. Spreckley, who repulsed a 
strong force of Matabeles Thursday, in­ 
flicting a heavy loss upon them, has re- 
trned to 
Buluwayo, 
bringing 
with 
them a large number of prisoners. He 
brings the intelligence that 
all the 
whites in the district have been massa­ 
cred by the natives. The corpses of 
those killed were horribly 
mutilated 
and their faces were burned almost be­ 
yond recognition. 
The native police, who are known to 
have incited the uprising, have been 
disarmed and several Matabele spies 
have been arersted. 
A family of eight persons have been 
brutally murdered and two prospectors 
are missing in the country near here. 
The enemy is reported to be massing 
only thirty miles distant from here and 
the keenest anxiety is felt at the out­ 
look and an attack pon the town is now 
hourly expected.

Extraordinary Rights Allowed the Czar 
In Chint. 
San Francisco, Ca!., March 30.—The 
North China Daily News prints what 
is said to be a translation of A secret 
treaty entered into between Russia and 
China. 
The treaty allows Russia to use any 
of the harbors along the coast of China. 
to mobilize fleets therein, buy coal and 
supplies, recruit forces in Chinese ter­ 
ritory, buy horses, hire coolies, 
etc. 
Russia is to have the use of Port Ar­ 
thur as a winter harbor, but if com­ 
plications with other powers should 
arUe Russia may use any other ports 
on the coasts of Kiang Su and Che 
Kiang. 
In return Russia is to help 
China in case of war with other pow­ 
ers. If Russia and Japan should come 
to blows Russia is given permission to 
attack the western frontiers of Corea 
by way of the Yalu river. China will 
open her markets to the sale of Russian 
goods and Russia will lend several hun­ 
dred officers to drill about 100,000 Chi­ 
nese troops. This treaty is taken se­ 
riously by the Japanese papers and is 
believed to be authentic.
